Remarks 

Claims 1 and 18 have been amended. Claim 6 has been cancelled. Claims 1-5 and 7-20 
remain in the application. Reconsideration of the rejections and objections at an early date is 
requested. 

Claims 1-12 and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Peterson (U.S. Patent No. 3,986,401). Peterson discloses a sampling system for collecting fluid 
samples from high velocity effluents. It comprises a pump, which is energized in certain time 
intervals and draws the fluid in a sample chamber. When the pump is turned off, the valves of 
the sample chamber are operated automatically in response to the hydrostatic and atmospheric 
pressure and the sample is allowed to drain out in a collection container. 

Claims 1 and 18 have been amended to specifically require that the discharge line be one 
single line. To the contrary, Peterson uses two different discharge lines (20, 26), one for 
applying the negative pressure and another to drain the sample to the collection container. The 
use of a single discharge line in the present invention allows the sample to move directly in the 
direction of the pump and avoids a change in direction of the sample flow. 

For these reasons, Applicants believe that Peterson does not make the present invention 
obvious. 

Therefore, all pending claims should now be allowable. Allowance of claims 1-5 and 7- 
20 and at an early date is respectfully requested.
